and Mr Hardy, who was with his wife 
ana Dr Oatherwood, was thrown vio 
Isntlynpon the floor of the caboose 
'ihe injuries received were of a very sen- 
oua character, and it 
WBB nearl} a year 


before the olerk could resume hia duties 
The jury speedily agreed upon a verdict 
for 310,000 
It was expected that the 


railroad company would make a fight for 
a new trial 
They did it, and they suc- 


ceeded in having the verdict set aside 
Mnjor Connelly of Spnngfield, and John 
T Dje of Indianapolis, are the attcrneys 
for the railroad company 
They argued 


that the damages were excessive, and 
farther that under the charter granting 
the privilege the Indianapolis & St Lonis 
railroad company, on which the accident 
occurred, and which road is a part of the 
Big Four system, had no li>gal right to 
build a road outside thesta.e of Indiana 
The motion was resisted by A E Taylor 
of St Louie, and Mills Bros & Mills ot 
this city, oonnael for Mr Hardy 
Judge 


Allen, however, granted the motion for a 
new trial, which will probably come up 
at the June term of coart 
Theie is no 


doubt whatever of the liability of the 
railroad company 
It seems to be a 


question only of the amount of damages

_ _ short time Florence became associ- 
ated in the mmd of the public with his 
refusal to be a candidate.

A Modest Claim for a Valise.
